Tt fs well known that the project of oll others 
which Iny nearest to the heart of the Iate “sar 
was the constraction of the Great Stber'an Rall- 
way. It wae through his wntlting efforte that 
the mass of plans and saggestlons, which were 
tendered from sl} sides on the subject, were care- 
fally considered and alfted, nnti!, by an Imperial 
Resertpt, elven on the 17th March, sey, the 
question of the construction of the Great Siberian 
Rallway was frrevocahly deelded upon. Sines 
that day when the Crarewiich, now the Crar 
Nicholas, laid the foundation stone of the great 
work, the constriction of the raflway hee been 
going on by leapsand bounds, | The total length 
of the ling from Chellabinsk. the western potnt 
where it connects with the European system, to 
Viadivosteck, the Enstern termioas, Is 4714 
miles, Throughout nearly the whale of the vast 
tract of country which this Ifne taps ara to be 
found the requisita matertals for successful 
colonteation and commercial enterprise, ard the 
edvantages which are Ilkely to accrue to Russia 
through the constroctlon of this rellway must 
certainly be enormous. Although built partly 
for strategical purposes, the railway ts chiefiy 
meant an an Inatrament for working the pescefal 
development of Rassias power and resources in 
“Asis, When itis completed fn 1904 she will porst- 
bly bein a falr way to revolutionics the entice 
trade of the Far East. Yet for only eight months 
in the year will the Estero terminus of the Hnebe 
of any real use, From the middla of September 
until the beginning of April the port of Viadivos- 
tock ts closed with ice, thongh It ts true that an 
ice-breaker keens the channel clear ta the dock. 
yard throoghout the winter, In additton to. this 
Ihe harbour, though strategically strong, is not 
-at all well adavted for alarce commercial port, 
such as the Eastern terminus of the Sibcrian 
Rallway undovbtedly should be, Russia is, in 
fact, sorely in need of a thorough good harbonr, 
which {s open ail the year round, and which !s 
capable. of helng adapted to commercial uses, 
It will be {rteresting to Inquira where she {+ 
Ukely to find such a desirable haven, 

From Khabsroy’a ta Viadivosteck, a distauce 
of about 400 miles, the Hne runs parallel with 
the sea-board of the Gulf of Tartary, at « 
distance from {tof about tSomiles, The country 
in this nelghbourhood Is.composed entirely of 
virgin forest, where the voice of man has never 
yet been heard, Yet there would be no partt- 
cular enelneering difficulties in constricting a 
branch line to any point on the coast, where a 
gonrd harbour cou'd be found That there are 
good harbours along this coast {9 well known, 
Castries Bay, though the greater part of ft fs 
open to casterly winds, affords gocd abelter to 
vessels which. anchor inside the islands within 


it, ‘Here it-fs that pilots are picked up by |. 


vessels entering the. Amur River, and « smal! 
settlement exists at the head ofthe bay, The 
bay, however, Ip covered. with Ice from the 
beginning of December until April, being only 
open ta navigation for about seven months [n 
the year. A little farther south fe situated the 
splendid harbour of Port Imperial, It stands 
at the mouth of the Rerracouta River, and 
excellent anchorage {s to be found In {te various 
arms. Vessels of any size can so anchor as to 
be completely land-locked, and the harbour, fo 
fact, may be said to be the very best that can’ 
be fourd In this pert of the world. It, howeves, 
also has ‘the great disadvantage of belong {ce- 
bound from November to April, With the 
exceptlon of Olga Bay, the coast from this point 
down to Wladtvostock affords Iittte shelter for 
vessels. High snowy mountains are visivte 
inlsnd, and pine ‘oresta extend to the const, 
which [s hilly, and {n cliffs, There {a only one 
more harbour to be found on the: Russian sear 
board, and that is Novgorod Bay to the south- 
ward of Viadivostock, and almost touching the 
Russe-Koreao frontier, Here there lag Russlan 
settlement, with a garrlson of about 1,600 
troops, and the country around js fairly well 
cultivated, «It lumuch less wooded, and presents 
fewer obstacles to rallway engineering than the 


country wp north, Still, the harbour fs not of |. 


the bast, and, most important of all, ta covered 
with Ice of moderate thicknens tor three months 
in the year. It will now be seen that Russia 
possesses no harbour throughout her Pacific 
seaboard which {s free from Ice all the year 
round. In addi lon to thls, the Gulf of Tartary 
and the northern part ofthe Japan Sea is infested 
with fog, and the approsch to Viladivostock 
itself Is rendered most dangerous for this reason 
fu May, Jane, and July. * 

Tt fs plalnty apparent that If Russia wants « 
proper Eastern terminus for her Siberian Rall- 
way, she will have to look outside her own 
domIafons for [t, She will not have ta look far, 
Just Inside the Korean frontier there is Goske- 
vitch Bay. where really good eachorage can be 
found. Yet this {s not by any means a harbour 
in the proper sense of theterm, Port : 
and Sln Shiun Bzy-sre the only other anchorages | 
of any importance to he found xe ane progresses 
south down the eastern coast ol Koreas, There 
{s, in fact, nothing at all suitable for Russian 
requirements until Broughton Bay ts reached. 
Aud here may be found, at last, the very kind 
of harbour which Rusila wants, 

Broughton Bay is alluated at tat. go deg. N., 
and {s 40 wolles in depth. At its heed ave Yan, 
King Bay and Port Lezareff, both of which afford 
most excellent shelter, The harbour occupies « 
simply perfect position for the termlons of a 
great Trans-Aslatic Railway. There is plenty 
of room for any amount of shipping, the water 
fu the harbour fs of uniform depth, and with a 
good bottom, and the approaches to it are almost 
entirely free from ‘ice all the winter, with, 
the exception of small accumulations fn the 
head of the southern end of the bay, The 
large town of Gensan lies at this southern end, 
extending for a mile along the coast, and havin; 
about 13,000 {ahabltants, The country sll! 
fa well cultivated, and gold and copper mines 
are in the vicinity. The land approach to the 
bay Is by the high road from Viadivostock, This 
road runs very close to the shore, and would is 
alt probability mark the course of the fallway 
when the time comes for [t to be extended to 
point. Port Lazareff, ina word, ts wi'hout doubt the 
port which the Russlans are bent on acquiring at 
the conclusion of the present wer, | It seeds 
a glance at the map to sppreclate the excellence 
of ita poaltion from a strategical and commercial 
standpotnt. It is, infact, the very pick of ea. 
Already it may be noted that, to latest
